departm ent. 
The senate committee insists that 
the postoffice departm ent is not self; 
sustaining, the assertion of the post­ 
m aster general to the contrary not­ 
withstanding.

annually reported deficits 
and 
that recently it has claimed as a m ark 
of credit to Postm aster General Hitch­ 
cock's adm inistration that he over­ 
came the deficit and now has a su r­ 
plus, Senator Bourne’s report says:
